N Monday laft the Pope gave a long 
Audience to Signior Caunitz, upon 
fome Difpatches which the latter had 
newly receiv’d by a Courier from the 
Emperor his Mafter touching the E. 
lection ot a Bifhop of Munfter; and the Courier 
was fent back agen to Vienna the next Day. The 
next Day likewife, Cardinal Grimani arriv’d here, 
in the Quality of his Imperial Majefty’s Ambaffa- 
dor: And immediately upon Notice of his Arrival, 
the Prince Don Livio Odefchalchi, with feveral o- 
ther Perfons of Quality that are well affected to the 
Houfe of Auftria, waited on his Eminency to wel- 
come him. .His Eminency for preventing all Oc- 
cafions of Difference with this Court, bas order'd 
thar the Gates of his Palace be conftantly fhut 3 
Hours afcer Sun-fer, that no Perfon game in his Pa- 
lace, that all his Servants lodge within his Quarter, 
and that no Perfons of ill Reputation be harbour’d 
within the fame. Signior Filippucci who refus’d rhe 
Cardinalthip, lies very dangeroufly Sick : The Pope 
has refolv’d, in Cafe he dies, to be at 3000 Crowns 
Expence in burying him ; and has pirch’d upon Fa- 
ther Acquino a Jefuite to preach his Funeral Ser- 
mon on thefe Words, Magnus quia meruit, Maxi- 
mus quia recufavit. Things feem to tend towards a 
Revolution in Naples, efpecially fince the News 
came thither of King Charles’s being declar’d at 
Madrid ; and we have Advice, that the 29th of 
laft Month the Garrifons of the Caftles of Frano 
and Monopoli in the Province of S. Nicolo di Bari 
declar’d for him. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Auguft 7. 
Vienna,-July 24. Laft Night M. Stepney, Count 
Rechteren, and M. Hamel Bruyninx, return’d hither 
from Tirnau ; fo thar the Treaty of Accommodati- 
On is quite broken off ; and our Court refufing to 
agree to a further Prolongation of the Ceffation of 
Arms, Hoftilities will begin to Morrow. The 21ft 
a Proclamation was publifh’d, and affix'd in the ufual 
Places of this City, to warn all fuch Perfons as have 
Poffeffions on the Frontier of Hungary, to be upon 
their Guard, and to repel Force with Force if at- 
: The Imperial Army is draw- 
ing together in Trenfilvania : General Glockelsberg 
who had a Command in that Army, is dead. Count 
Guido Staremberg has pofted the Forces he com- 
mands, in Lines made from Perronel to Oedenburg. 
The Hungarians on their Side have made extraordi- 
nary Preparations for renewing the War, and bave 


drawn together a confiderable Body, with a Train.

Bruffels, Auguft 1. Yefterday the new Council of 
State eftablifh’d provifionally for adminiftring the 
Government of the Spanifh Netherlands, took an 
Oath of Fidelity to K. Charles III, in Prefence of the 
Peputies of the Queen of England and the States 
General of the united Provinces. That Council is 
compos’d of the Archbifhop of Mechlen, the Duke 
of Arenbergh, the Marquis of Wefterloo, M. Cocci, 
M. Crifper, M. van der Goude, the Count of Cler- 
mont, and the Count of Tirimont. A Council is 
alfo eftablith’d for managing the Finances or publick 
Treafary ; and other Councils and Courts that were 
abolith’d in the late Reigns, will be re-eftablifh’d. 
Dendermonde is block’d up very clofely, and we 
have Intelligence the Garrifon begins to want many 
Neceffaries. The late Elector of Cologne has fen 
away his Baggage from Lifle, and is abour to move 
from thence himfelf, thinking he fhall not be fafe 
there after the Allies make themfelves Mafters of 
Menin. Several Advices from France fay poficively, 
that the Marquis de Villadarias Governour of An- 
daloufia, has declar’d for King Charles [II], and 
with the Body of Troops he commands is gone 
over to the Allies.
